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Mr. Luke has given us a yolume of. 
rare Value _ charm. He has. been 
Assistant-Governor of Jerusalem, he 
Athos and Salonika, 
cities of Transcau- 
casia, Cyprus and Constantinople, I 
Jerusalem and the Holy Sepulchre. A 
mere catalogue of names, however, con- 
veys no idea of the way in which the 
author contrives to visualise his racy 
account of his travels. No doubt, some 
of this way is the agreeable English with 
which he clothes his narrative, but more 
of it is the mag ong | of the past 
which he perceives to be the clue to the 
present. 

Mr. Luke is an historian, with an eye 
on the salient features of the annals 
of any country in which he happens 
to be a resident, or even a traveller. When 
he pays a visit to Salonika in October, 
1915, his mind harks back to the 
spacious days of Sultan Mohamed Avji, 
the contemporary of our own Charles Il,, 
who used Adrianople as a hunting box. 
In Adrianople he goes back to the time 
when, in or about the year 125 A.D., at 
the confluence of the rivers Arda. 
Maritza and Tunja, the Emperor Hadrian 
built a town to which he gave his name 
In spite of this, it is not a late Roman 
town, as are Spalato and Nicaea, nor, 
like Ravenna and Salonika, is it Byzan- 
tine; its impress is definitely Turkish. 
Architecturalky as well as politically, it 
is the successor of Konia and Brusa, as 
it is the predecessor of Turkish Stamboul. 

Mr. Luke cannot survey Adrianople 
without recalling the men who have 
beautified it. He tells us that during 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, the 
period of the greatest prosperity of the 
city, one noble mosque after another arose 
in every part of the city, rearing massive 
domes and tapering minarets above the 
stately gqonags of Viziers and lesser 
Ministers, does khans and bazaars 
stocked with merchandise of every sort, 
above convents of dervishes and shrines 
of Moslem worthies. Mr. Luke goes on 
to inform us that the sons of. Bayazid L., 
that monarch who bore the sinister nick- 
name of Yildirim, “the Thunderbolt,”’ 
founded Ulu Jamisi, subsequently re- 
stored after a fire. 

Murad II., in the first half of the 
fiiteenth century, built the Three 
Galleries Mosque, one of the most 
attractive buildings in <Adrianople. In 
1574 the architect Sinan, fresh from 
his triumph of the Suleimanié Mosque in 
Constantinople, completed. for Selim IT., 
at the highest point of Adrianople, the 
famous Selimié, justly accounted a 
masterpiece of later Turkish architecture. 
“Sultan Selim the Sot was, as his 
sobriquet implies, no very nn 
personage. Tempted by samples o 
Cypriote Comanderia wine, the vin “é 
Chypre ‘of medieval, and even modern, 
commerce, he embarked upon the con- 

uest of the island which produced so 
delicions a vintage, and succeeded in his 
enterprise, only to die three years after- 
wards from the effects of the alluring 
liquid. He met his death when visiting 
his Turkish bath in the Old Seraglio in 
Constantinople. The hammam was new; 
and, as a precaution against the effects of 
dampness, Selim, before entering it, 
drained at a draught (so say the 
historians) a whole bottle of Comanderia. 
His gait rendered unsteady, he slipped on 
the marble floor, cracked his skull, and 
died, regretted by few.’’ | 

Of painful, yet fascinating interest, is 
the survey of Jerusalem. Out of a 
population of three-quarters of a million 
—the estimate of the British Adminis- 
tration of Palestine—there are no less 
than twenty-five denominations and forty 
mother tongues, existing in an almost 
equally respectable variety. We learn 
that the Holy City boasts four Patriarchs 
—-Orthodox, Latin, Armenian and Mel- 
kite.. As well as these four Patriarchs 
there are Anglican, Jacobite and Coptic 
bishops, an Abyssinian abbot and vicars- 
general innumerable. No less than six 
communities are established in the Holy 
Sepulchre, and every one of them has 
the whole or part ownership of certain 
portions of the building. The principal 
partners are the Orthodox, the Latins and 
the Armenians, whose shares are consider- 
able. By the courtesy of the Orthodox 
Church, the Church of England holds her 
Services in a chapel of the adjacent Con- 
vent of Abraham. Less well endowed 
partners in the Holy Sepulchre are the 
Copts and the Jacobites, while the luck- 
less Abyssinians are relegated to the roof 
of St. Helena’s Chapel. Absorbing as is 
the whole book, we found no part quite 
so absorbing as that relating to 
Jerusalem and the Holy Sepulchre.

POLICY AND ARMS. 

Colonel Repington’s new book 
prises twenty papers on military topics, 
ranging from the policies of Elizabeth 
and Marie Stuart to the American mili- 
tary system, Mr. Churchill’s theories .! 
war, and the defence of India. Whatever 
Colonel Repington writes is both im- 
portant and interesting; for not only is he 
amazingly well-informed, experienced in 
judgment, shrewd in argument, but he 
possesses a style hardly to be surpassed 
in lucidity and compression. The some- 
what miscellaneous nature of this book 
does not, then, render it less valuable. 

Owing to the author’s power of saying 
in a chapter what other writers might 
barely say in a book, any one of these 
twenty papers might occupy the whole of 
the reviewer's space; and, therefore, it is 
possible only to indicate some heads of 
Colonel Repington’s remarks. Writin 
on “Disarmament and the State o 
Europe,” he deals crushingly with 
Utopian hopes of peace and the too pre- 
valent idea that merely to restrict arma- 
ments is to root out the danger of con- 
flict. “Armaments,” he says, “are 
symptoms of a political disease, but are 
not the disease itself. The real diseases 
of the world are unstable exchanges, un- 
sound currencies, hampered trade and the 
false nationalism which shuns obligatory 
arbitration. Cure these and armaments 
cure themselves.” The black troops of 
France are the theme of another essay, 
and we are invited to consider the possible 
resulla of the new policy, by which 
twentyfour coloured regiments are 
quartered in France during peace. 
What will be the outcome in Africa of 
the training to arms of legions of excit 
able and half-barbarous blacks? 

Colonel Repington devotes a chapter to 
the theories put forward by Mr. Winston 
Churchill in his recent books. He con- 
troverts the whole pp of “side-shows,”' 
.and declares that the assumption that the 
war in the West had settled into a dead- 
lock was a blunder that prolonged the 
conflict for years. The war had got to be 
decided in the West, and the frittering 
of energy in Eastern campaigns delayed 
and even jeopardised the decision. Here 
we have the theory of the “ Westerners '' 
pitted against that of the “ Easterners,” 
and. the author claims that military 
opinion, and experience of the event, con-

demned the “ Politico-strategic flank 
attack” as wastelul.and perilous. 

It might - ted that Colonel 
Repington would have a chapter on the 
proposed base at Sirigapore. His treat- 
ment. of this subject, however, is a little 
surprising. He demolishes the uni 
opinion of the “ pacifists’’ that a new 

ar Nastern base is unneeded, and shows 
convincingly how the tendency of events 
in the East is threatening British interests 
and rendering the position of Australia 
increasingly insecure. He differs, how- 
ever, with the whole Singapore project, 
and recommends the development ol 
Sydney. His arguments are weighty. 
Singapore has a climate unfitted to the 
white race; it lacks a British population 
to recruit the defences; it lies open to 
Chinese and Japanese spies; and, above 
all, the Grand Fleet could not repair to 
it without passing through archipelagoes 
which ose be infested with enemy sub- 
marines and strewn with minefields. 
Sydney offers a contrast on all these 
scores. If attacked, it could be defended 
for the length of time necessary for the 
arrival of the Grand Fleet, and the Fleet 
could approach it in the most favourable 
conditions. i 

Several papers on Indian frontier policy 
are instructive, and Colonel Repingtón 
declares that disastrous course was 
followed underáthe Premiership of Mr. 
Lloyd George, reversing the shrewd policy 
of strength without provocation which 
was laid down by Lord Curzon in 1900 
and 1902. The present policy, Colonel 
Repington thinks, by scaring the frontier 
tribes with the menace of annexation, 
“may lead to a recurrence of the events 
of 1897, if to nothing worse.”

CHARLES HAWTREY. 

One reads the memoirs of Charles 
Hawtrey with pleasure and interest, but 
with scarcely a smile. Throughout there 
is a diffident and self-conscious tone, and 
it becomes increasingly hard to reconcile 
the Hawtrey who was the idol of the 
laughter-loving public with the unbiassed 
impression of the writers personality 
which a perusal of this book gives. As 
an actor Hawtrey never failed to “get 
across ” the footlights, though, curiously 
enough, his interests were centred on the 
Turf more than ‘on the stage; but as a 
writer he assumed a róle which fitted: him 
ill. Hawtrey, however, is Hawtrey, and 
so long as people remember “ The Private 
Secretary ’’—not to mention his other 
noteworthy successes—they will regret his 
loss and will read with interest any re- 
miniscences that can be got of his versa- 
tile career. 

At a later date Mr. Somerset Maugham 
may compile a book which will give a 
truer impression of the Hawtrey whom 
we knew and loved, but here he has 
simply collected the notes which Hawtrey 
had hoped to publish himself when death 
intervened; and only seven pages, de- 
scribing the actor's last few days, are 
added to the original manuscript. The 
book will interest race-goers w ach as 
much as play-goers; for it is a record of 
all the important meetings of the las: 
forty years. Hawtrey was born and bred 
with a love fot racing, and he appears to 
have been extraordinarily lucky. Even 
when he put his last pound, as a “ stony- 
broke’’ schoolboy, on some outsider, it 
romped home, though the experienced tel! 
us that on such occasions one is doomed 
to misfortune. He was lucky, of course, 
in his “tips,’’ and the mysterious “ tout’’ 
who used to send his brother “ certain- 
ties’’ at long intervals was invaluable. 
One wonders, however, if Hawtrey, like 
all gamblers, was not inclined to ‘gluss 
over his less fruitful efforts.

ON GOING A-ANGLING. 

The late J. W. Martin was a trader in 
anglers’ goods, who wrote several volumes 
of sound, practical advice to anglers and 
pleasnt sporting recollections, under the 
name of “The Trent Otter.” He was a 
simple man, lacking education, but using 
a homely and charming English like 
Bunyan's. “This is not a literary pro- 
duction,” he says in one book; “my 
schooldays were few, and my buffets. in 
the world many.” Mr. H. T. Shering- 
ham writes an “In Memoriam’’ which is 
prefixed to the present graceful reprints, 
and says of these books: “I read them 
over and over again, and especially do I 
read them in bed on the night before some 
projected fishing excursion. They give 
the exact mixture of spiritual stimulus 
and practical counsel for which my soul 
then craves. They promote sweet and 
hopeful dreams, and on the morrow the 
memory of what I have read is, I believe, 
of real use.in helping my sport.” This 
praise is not too high for books which 
can be set on the shelf with “ The Com- 
pleat Angler ' and not seem out of place. 

“My Fishing Days and Fishing Ways ’ 
was first published in 1906, and to read 
it is to live in the English countryside 
among wooden-legged roach fishermen and 
the scent ot honeysuckle, discussing baits 
and lines and the weight of good catches 
with true sportsman’s relish. “ Days 
among the Pike and Perch ' appeared in 
1907, and is another racy volume, well 
illustrated. The closing chapters give 
the author’s notebook for the season 1899- 
90—one of the best he ever had for 
pleasure, he says, though the total weight 
recorded is only five hundred pounds; 
“and I have known two rods to equal that 
weight in one day, when the venue has 
been his lordship’s private lake.” 

“Coarse Fish Angling,’’ which appeared 
in 1908, is a bigger book and more purely 
technical. It describes the Nottingham, 
the Sheffield, the Thames, the Ouse and 
Norfolk styles of fishing, and is somewhat 
poorer in personal chat. In it, however, 
he claims kindred with the race that 
guarded the Fenlands against the Nor- 
mans, and tells old traditions of were- 
wolves and the witches of the swamps, 
heard in boyhood. We are sorry that 
space forbids quotation of some of the 
Trent Otter’s passages of pleasant 
eloquence, like that in which he tells how 

saw a flagstaff on a mountain top in 
Wales, lifted above the mists like a golden 
rod in the light of the rising sun—a 
picture that would delight Borrow, as, 
indeed, would all these genial and quiet

TIMOTHY RICHARD, OF CHINA, 

Dr. Timothy Richard, of China, was 
one of the world’s truly great men. 
Primarily he was a missionary, and he 
achieved no little success in that 
vocation ; but he was also a man of the 
prophetic stamp, who saw visions of 
nations med and was sessed of 
the statesmanlike order of mind to know 
what reforms were due and practical. Few 
men, whether native or foreign, have left 
so deep a mark as he on China. Sir John 
N. Jordan, who contributes a foreword, 
says that Dr. Richard “was for over 
forty years an outstanding personality in 
China,” and that “the reform movement 


of 1898 drew much of its inspiration from. 


Dr. Richard's publications.’’ 

Tt will be understood, therefore, that 
this is not an ordinary missionary 
biography, the interest of which is mainly 
personal. It is a book about China quite 
as much as about Richard—or, more 
correctly, that section of China that 
Richard did so much to enlighten and in- 
fluenco, China of the literary and official 
classes. The book is evidence how much 
modern missionary methods differ from 
those of a generation or two ago, and in 
what a different spirit missionaries now 
address themselves to their great task. 
In this also Richard was a pioneer. Pro- 
fessor Soothill has written worthily of his

THE BIBLE FOR CHILDREN. 


Among Christian people it is now 
commonly agreed that the books of the 
Bible are not all equal in inspiration, in 
spiritual or literary worth; and that for 
children—indeed for all Christians—the 
Gospels contain the essentials of the 
Faith. Under the guidance of these two 
principles the Advisory Committee ní 
the Cambridgeshire Education Committee 
have collected the passages most suita>le 
for little children and have issued them 
in two volumes—‘‘ The Little Children’s 
Bible ” for those from five to seven years 
of age, and “The Children’s Bible’’ for 
those between seven and eleven. Those 
responsible for the work are all men oí 
light and leading—Dr, Alexander Nairne, 
Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch and Mr. T, R. 
Glover—and the books are admirably pro- 
duced. 

It is of particular interest to notice 
how simply they convey to the child mind 
the idea that the New Testament is the 
Christian Bible, as distinct from the Old 
Testament, the Jewish Bible. First, they 
collect the Christmas stories, and after 
them come the stories of Joseph, David. 
etc., under the heading, ' Stories that 
Jesus would learn from His Mother. ' 
Then follow the kind deds of 
Jesus, the stories told by Jesus, the 
death and resurrection of Jesus. “ The 
Children’s Bible' is divided into two 
parts—the story of the Lord Jesus 
and the story of His people. Few of the 
priceiess passages are missing, and the 
children who learn these books in this 
arrangement will be thoroughly furnished 
with Christian truth. In mature life 
they will not be disturbed by perplexing 
contrasts between a Jewish God and a 
God revealed in Christ, which have led so 
many to repudiate the Old Testament 
altogether and to fail to appreciate aright 
the uniqueness and the beauty of Jesus 
Christ.

Irish dispute, and, from the Irish stand- 
point, it is a most advantageous settle- 
ment. The duty of every Irish citizen, 
whatever may have been his political views 
or prejudices in the past, is to accept the 
Free State and to make the best of it. 
A Republic is as impossible now as it was 
on the morning of December 6th, 1921. 


Roads and Wealth. 


If Mr. J. 8. Killick’s lecture creates 
an Irish conscience on the subject of roads, 
the Royal Dublin Society will feel itself 
well rewarded. In the first place, the 
lecture ought to make us ashamed of our 
backwardness in the matter of roads, which 
are among the chief insiqma of civilisation. 


Lord Kelvin. 

Belfast, the birtl-place of Lord Kelvin, 
celebrated yesterday the centenary of the 
birth of this illustrious philosopher and 
man of science. At the age of eight William 
Thomson left Belfast for Glasgow, where 
his father had been appointed to the Chair 
of Mathematics at the University. At 
Cambridge he distinguished himself by 
being Second Wrangler and first Smith's 
Prizeman and by winning the Colquhoun 
Sculls. In 1846 he was appointed to the 
Chair of Natural Philosophy at Glasgow 
University and five years later he became 
a member of the Royal Society. At about 
this time he began to interest himself in 
the enterprise with which his name always 
will be associated—the trans-Atlantic cable. 
It was not until the year 1866 that the 
cable was laid finally, and the achievement 
was made possible only by Lord Kelvin's 
genius, allied with his unshakeable per- 
sistence. For this distinguished service 
he received the honour of knighthood and 
the freedom of the City of Glasgow. His 
other achievements included the invention 
of the Siphon Recorder for the receipt of 
messages through cables, the perfection of 
the type of marine compass that bears his 
name, and a new system of eclipsing for 
light-houses. In 1892 he was elevated to 
the peerage as Baron Kelvin of Largs. 
He died on December 17th, 1907, and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, where he 
lies beside a great brother, in science, Sir 
Isaac Newton. Belfast has every reason 
to be proud of her connection with this 
great man, whose family had lived in 
Ulster for nearly two hundred years. The 
story of his life is a record of high 
ambition, fulfilled through the exercise of 
indomitable resolution. History can tell 
of few truer or more unselfish benefactors

“The Religion of the Manichees ” was deli- 
vered yesterday in the Regent House, Trinity 
College, Dublin, by Mr. F, Crawford Burkitt, 
D.D., Norrisean Professor in the University 
of Cambridge. It dealt with “ Manichean 
Ideas About the Present and the Future. 


Dr. Burkitt said that in the beginping of 
the book, written by Mani for King i, 
son of Ardeshir, he said:—'' Wisdom and 
deeds have always, from time to time, been 
brought to mankind by the messengers of God. 
So in one age they have been brought by the 
messenger called Buddha to India, in another 
by Yoradusht to Persia, in another. by Jesus 
to the West. Thereupon this revelation has 
come down, this prophecy in this last age 
through me, Mani, messenger of the God of 
Truth, to Babylonia.” 

Mani believed himself to be in essential 
accord with a succession of Prophets of Truth 
at divers times and in many countries. He, ot 
course, was the last and final masterpiece 01 
Revelation. Like so many others, he thought 
of himself as living in the “ Last Age,” and 
as being himself the last and fullest Herald 
of the Light. But it is most important to 
notice that whereas Hermes and Plato and 
Buddha, and also Zoroaster stand more or less 
on a level with a more or less ethnic and 
geographical significance, Jesus, in Manis 
system, occupied a peculiar position He 
was the last of the series before Mani; but he 
was more than that. To Mani Jesus was 
a Divine Being who appeared on earth, 
but’ was never born of woman; te 
Christians believed that Jesus had been 
crucified; but that was their 
carnal error.

When they asked what rdle: was assigned to

to “ God ” or the Creatures. . | 

But to Mani, the ultimate antithesis was 
not between God and Man, but between 
Light and Dark. A man was not a simple 
unit, much less an elemental unit, but @ 
particle of Light enclosed in an alien and 
irredeemable envelope: there was no hope for 
a man as such, for he was essentially a 
fortuitous conglomeration. he hope was 
that his Light particles—roughly speaking, 
very much what they meant by his ‘‘better 
self ’’—might escape at death from the dark 
prison-house of the body.

Ireland-at Washington. 


Yesterday the Government of the United 
States informed the British Ambassador 
at Washington that it “gladly will receive 
a Minister Plenipotentiary of the Irish 
Free State to handle matters at Washing- 
ton which relate exclusively to the Irish 
Free State.” Mr. J. H. Thomas, the 
British Colonial Minister, explained the 
position to the House of Commons. In 
1920 His Majesty’s Government acquiesced 
in Canada’s request for a separate 
Minister to Washington to deal with 
purely Canadian affairs, and when the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty was drafted a year 
afterwards the rights and privileges of the 
Free State were stated definitely to be 
identical with those which are enjoyed by 
the Dominion of Canada. When, there- 
fore, the Government of the Free State 
approached His Majesty’s Government 
with the request that it should ask 
Washington to receive a properly 
accredited Minister from Dublin to handle 
exclusively Irish affairs in the United 
States, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, acting in 
accordance with the strict letter of the 
Treaty, instantly agreed to the proposal. 
The new Free State Minister, who pro- 
bably will be Professor Smiddy,. of Cork, 
will confine his activities to matters which 
concern America and the Free State alone. 
He will be instructed to keep in close 
touch with the British Ambassador, and 
in all matters of Imperial concern the two 
diplomatists will be expected | to act in 
close co-operation. 

The appointment of a Free State 
Minister to Washington is another out- 
ward and visible sign of the advantages 
which the Treaty has brought to this 
country. For all intents and purposes 
the Free State is as independent as 
Poland, and, with the British Embassy 
at his back, the Irish Minister 
Washington will have infinitely more in- 
fluence than the Polish Minister enjoys. 
There is no doubt, of course, that, withthe 
progress of time, differences of opinion are 
bound to arise between Great Britain and 
the Free State on matters of economic 
policy, if not, indeed, on matters of pure 
politics; and it is quite conceivable that 
occasions may arise when the British 
Ambassador at Washington may find him- 
self at variance with the Irish Minister. 
From the Imperial point of view such 
differences would be very regrettable, 
but there is no reason why they 
should not be adjusted in the most 
friendly fashion by the two Govern- 
ments, The Free State Government will 
discover that agreement with British 
policy on broad lines will pay in the long 
run, and we are sure that the British Am- 
bassador at Washington will do everything 
in his power to ensure general co-opera- 
tion. There are a thousand and one 
problems of trade and commerce, immigra- 
tion, tourist traffic and the like, which the 
new Irish Minister will be required to 
tackle. So long as he confines himself to 
these matters, shunning political intrigue 
as he would shun the plague, the experi- 
ment from every point of view ought to be 
@ success. | 
_Mr. J. H. Thomas’s remarks in the 
House of Commons are very timely.

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A Channel Tunnel. 


Yesterday a Parliamentary deputation 
invited Mr. Ramsay Macdonald to forward 
the construction of a tunnel between 
England and France. The Prime Minister 
stated that a special meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Imperial Defence would consider 
the matter next week. He announced his 
intention of presiding, and al] ex-Premiers 
who have sat on the Committee of Imperial 
Defence and are specially interested in the 
tunnel project will be asked to attend. 
Mr. Macdonald refused to commit himself 
to any definite opinion, but said that he 
was well informed on the subject and that 
the only points which remained to be 
settled were such as arose through military, 
naval and aerial developments since the 
end of the war. The project of a 
Channel tunnel has been: discussed 
at various times in the past, and 
both Napoleon L and Napoleon III. were 
in favour of its adoption. In 1882 boring 
operations were extended to a length of 
nearly a mile from either side of the 
Channel, but further progress was stopped 
by order of the Board of Trade. Investiga- 
tions have shown that the construction of 
the ‘tunnel is possible, and in 1917 an 
estimate of cost was submitted. Since that 
date the estimate has been increased by 
thirteen million pounds to twenty-nine 
millions, owing to the rise in the cost of 
labour and material. The effect on Anglo- 
French communications would be far- 
reaching. Marshal. Foch said that, 
if the British and French had ‘been in 
possession of a Channel tunnel in 1914, 
the war would have been shortened by at 
least two years. On another ion he 
said that such a tunnel might have pre- 
vented the war. The Government, how- 
ever, must consider how far the question 
is affected by altered conditions of warfare, 
to what extent it is safe to raly on the 
continuance of friendly relations with 
France, and if the huge expenditure that 
would be involved is justified under 
ing circumstances.

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Mani wrote many books, and the s 
which be excogitated, fantastic and bais 
as it sounded, seemed to have been taught for 
centuries by the Manichees; and the Church 
Order which he instituted was strictly main- 
tained to the. end. This Order was one 
familiar in these days from the Buddhists, 
but he saw no sign that Mani was influenced 
at all by Buddhism. The Order he meant 
was the fundamental division of the Manichee 
believers into Monks and Laymen, or, as the 
Manichees called them, the “Elect” and the 
** Hearers.’”’ 

The renunciations exacted of the “ Elect ” 
were severe, and their numbers were com- 
paratively small. All Manichees were vege- 

d abstained from wine, 
from marriage and from property. They were 
supposed to live a wandering life, possessing 
no more than food for a day, and clothes for 
a year, Their obligation not to produce fresh 
life or to take it was so abso ute, that it 
extended to the vegetable kingdom. So they 
went about, as Indian holy men do, with a 
disciple, who prepared their food for them. 
Women as well as men entered the ranks 
of the “ Elect.” 

There was a difference between the inner 
attitude of the Manichee ascetic and the 
orthodox Christian monk. The latter retired 
from the world with a consciousness of sin 
and a sense of personal unworthiness, while 
the Manichee “Elect” was, by virtue of 
his profession, already righteous, and was 
called “ Righteous” by his co-religionists. 

Having discussed the Manichee teachings at 
length, the lecturer, in glancing at their 
doctrine about the future, said that antici- 
pations about the end of all things were liable 
to change from time to time, like the un- 
substantial pictures in the clouds of ‘Heaven. 
But the Manichee doctrine seemed to have 
been singularly stable. The Manichee, like 
the Christians. looked forward to a victorious 
end of the present state of things. When 
all the Light had been distilled and separated 
from the base material, then Evil, which 
was the result of the mixture of the. Light 
and the Dark, would have disappeared.

The R.A.F. Pageant. 


A feature of the R.A.F. pageant will be 
the appearance of two vessels, the Johs 
Henry of London and. the. Slesvic of 
Bohemia. It will be the first and last 
appearance of these ships; for they will 
provide the background of the set piece of 
the pageant for “this day only.” The 
ships are quite substantially built, over 
two hundred feet in length, and complete 
with masts and funnels. The Slesvic, a 
raider, is to stop the John Henry, 'a food 
ship, and will proceed to blow her up, 
when from an aircraft carrying vessel will 
come half-a-dozen fairy “fiycatchers,” and 
these will quickly sweep the deck of the 
Slesvic: with machine. guns, and in turn 
will be succeeded by Blackburn “ darts,"’ 
earrying torpedoes. Three torpedoes are 
to be discharged at the Slesvie, she will 
take fire and heel over in a sinking con- 
dition. The John Henry ‘is supposed to 
steam away unharmed This will be only 
one of many thrills. 


Aeroplanes in Guiana. 


The aeroplane is likely to prove an un- 
mixed blessing in British Guiana, where 
will be used as an ambulance for the con- 
veyance of people who are ill in remote 
districts and need to be brought to the 
coast for treatment. The only method ef 
transport hitherto from the remote rubber 
plantations in the interior has been by the 
River Essequibo, and ‘it frequently takes 
as long as six weeks to convey a patient to 
the town. A service of aeroplanes to act 
as carriers for the sick is to be set up by 
the -rubber companies at a cost of ten 
thousand pounds a year, and it is thought 
that the money will be well spent if the 
lives of fever-stricken officials can be 
saved. It is estimated that from any part 
of the rubber plantations a sick person 
can be distesedl to hospital by aeroplane 
in three hours, and in comfort, instead of 
a long and dangerous journey by water.

August will, in all probability, be the 
most crowded month ; for schoo] and other 
holidays then are general, and people 
passing through London probably will take 
advantage of the opportunity to see the 
greatest show an earth. 


American Agricalturists. 

The delegates of the American Agr- 
cultural Editors’ Association, who arrived 
in England a few days ago, were enter- 
tained to Juncheon by the Canadian Paciic 
Railway in the Lucullus Restaurant ab 
the British Empire Exhibition to-day. The 
principal object of the delegation is to 
facilitate the gathering of information on 
agricultural and economic subjects for the 
use of its members generally and to study 
agricultural conditions in Great britain 
and on the Continent. After investigating 
conditions in Great Britain and Irelan 
the delegation “will visit: Holland, Den- 
mark, rmany, Switzerland, Czecho- 
Slovakia and France. Special attention 
will be devoted to the problem of co 
operative marketing, which is becoming 4 
vital question in both the United States 
and Canada.

If the period in which he-had been associated 
with national matters could be divided into 
_ terms, that evening marked the ending of a 
term that began some two years ago. He 
faced his duty with a sense of the very con- 
siderable amount of work accomplished during 
(hat two years and with the realisation that 
he called upon an Trish Parliament, to pass a 
vote of censure on the Execative “Council of 
an Irish State. 

He went on . explain that he. laboured 
under a certain jamount of personal disability 
in the matter, ip that he had in that Parlia- 


ment worn the uniform of his country and had 


sat in the Execitive Council in that uniform 
as a colleague. <A colleague on the Executive 
Council was so affected by the sight that he 
stated to the Chairman of the Council—"' I 
could not get away from the impression that 
the Minister for Defence came to the Execu- 
tive Council not) so much as a colleague to do 
business with cqlleagues as in the capacity of 
a delezate, almost as a man with a watching 
brief for a particular party in the Army.” 
If he had been able to stir up feelings like 
“hat he laboured under a disability in making 
‘is present care. 


COUNCIL'S POWERS. 


He appreciated the representations of 
Deputy Johnson as to the undesirability of 
discussing in the Dail the merits. of indiyidual 
officers or interfering in the House 
with matters. of administration, and 
he did. not propose to do — só. 
He also wanted it to be understood that he 
did not suggest in any way that the Execu- 
tive Com. ' could not do anything they 
wished in respect of any member of the De- 
fence Forces of whatever rank. But he did 
want it to be clear that the Executive Council 
mutt ‘face criticisn. in the Dail in respect of 
any administration of the Defence Forces that 
might be considered unjust, worthy of cen- 
sure, or detrimental to the interests of the 
State; and when the Executive Council denied 
to the House an explanation of its actions, the 
Dail must understand the principles on which 
the denial was made. 

Some members of the Dail might say that 
they were not in a position to deal with the 
situation without having the evidence taken 
at the inquiry a) the supplementary state- 
ment of its chairman. He hoped, however, 
to make it clear that there existed a certain 
state of. affairs that could be remedied in the 
light of the information already sessed by 
the Dail. On March 19th, 1924, the -heads 
of the administration of the Army were swept 
away. The three approximately ten 
vears’ personal service in connection with the 
Army, and for over four years there had 
rested on them the full brunt of the military 
responsibility during the pov in which the 
British were expelled, and during that subse- 
quent period when the State was saved from 
a movement of destruction such as few 
countries had had to face. 


THE INDICTMENT. 


“I submit {at those officers were swept 
away to satisfy the personal wishes of certain 
members of the Executive Council, to satisfy 
the demand of certain mutinous officers for 
their removal; and the result of the sweeping 
away was to impair the proper sense of mili- 
tary authority in the Army, to discredit the 
Executive Council, to drive the Army into 
polities, to hearten the mutinous, and to make 
of what was a very. much exaggerated affair 
a movement which some day may very well 
be a serious menace to the State. I bring 
forward my motion to show that the Execu- 
tive Council acted disgracefully and unjustly 
to those three officers, and in not dealing 
with the result of the inquiry, and in treating 
the Dail as they did they have not the con- 
fidence of the House.”’ id i 

As to keeping the Army out of politics, in 
spite of what Shad been suggeste with re- 
gard to some of them, he said that that had 
been the great aim of the late Army Council, 
and they had succeeded to a very great 
extent, if not absolutely, It was the action 
of the Executive Council in dealing with the 
Army situation as it did that brought the 
Army into politics. 

in sin the appointments that they had 
made the Asiscutive Council had clinched 
their action. He was convinced that no 
Minister who took his oa Bago Í for the 
control of the Army seriously could rely on 
the present Defence Council, some m 
of which were very young. It would be 
particularly unfair if a new Minister, succeed- 
ing the. present Minister in control of the 
Army, could do ae to change some of 
the appointments that had been made, and 
those who did not know would naturally. feel 
that the change was made for political pur- 
poses. If any surer sign were wanted that 
the three officers who been dismissed last 
March had really done their work it was the 
fact that the Executive Council, in circum- 
stances as serious as the recent developments 
were, had placed in control officers so young 
and inexperienced as those appointed re- 
cently. 


PRE-TRUCE SERVICES. 


Referring to services rendered to the State 
hy the three dismissed officers during the years 
1919, 1930 amd 1921. Mr. Mulcahy said the 
Chief of Staff with whom they 
now was Quarte -General during. por- 
tion. of their main. struggle against: the 
British; the. Adjutant-General was Assistant. 
Adjutant-General during those years, and the 
Quartermaster-Genere! was closely associated 
with the eontrol of the A 6. |

THE REPORT. 


The report of the Army Inquiry Committee 
said that those three officers had not fully 
appreciated their position as servants of the 
State ; that ‘their connection with the I.R.B.

IR.B., carried out, as it appeared to be, by 
the heads of the Army, was a disastrous 
error of judgment. Briefly, they were told 
the charge against the three officers was that 
they were connected with a secret society, and

Having quoted further from the report, Mr. 
Mulcahy said that he would like to ask the 
President whether he considered now, and 
whether he considered in June, 1923, that 
what they had done with regard to 
the LR.B. was “a disastrous error of 
judgment.?””, He would press that matter of 
the I.R.B. somewhat, because he submitted 
that it was the only charge that there was— 
if it was a charge—against those three officers. 
He desired that information should be given 
to the Dail that would help them to under- 
stand the position of the three officers so far 
as their responsibility went in connection 
with any I.R.B. activity. 


AFTER GENERAL COLLINS’S

aving read extracts from’ his evidence 
before the Committee of Inquiry, General 
Mulcahy said that he was perfectly satisfied 
that any Army officer who had any responsi- 
bility for the LR.B. was doing his best for 
the Army. No member of the organisation 
in the Army had formed a distinct portion 
of the organisation. It was never at any time 
used against military authority. 

He wanted to say that the three officers 
continued their membership of the I.R.B. 
organisation with his approval and after con- 
sultation with him as the Minister to whom 
they were responsible. 

He suggested to the Dail that there was in 
that organisation a force that required to be 
controlled and directed, and that he, as the 
Minister responsible, should take steps to have 
that force stabilised in the Army. The 
members of the Army Inquiry Committee were 
the last people whom the Government party 
would a him to look to for advice. He 
had asked for information. The President 
had not spoken.

SECONDED BY A MINISTER. 

Mr. Finian Lynch, Minister for Fisheries, 
seconded the motion.

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BIG EARTHQUAKE 
RECORDED. 


LASTED FOUR. HOURS. 


TERROR-STRIKEN -INHABITANTS 


IN BUDAPEST. 
a Tne 


Reports of a violent earthquake are to hand 
from various observatories. 

The seismographic instruments at Rath- 
farnham Castle, Dublin, yesterday morning 
recorded a distant earthquake of considerable 
intensity. The disturbance began at 3.15, and 
lasted for abot’ three hours. The record is 
ne 8 complex, and indicates a series of shocks, 
and the analysis, therefore, is very difficult. 
A conservativ> es ..aate of the distance would 
be about 2,500 miles. 

Signor Bendardi (Faen . Italy) states that 
the shock lasted four hours, and appeared to 
have occurred at a distance of seven thousand 
miles. Vibratior of the apparatus were so 
violent that the quills were carried oif the 
instruments. 

At the Capetown Royal Observatory a 
series of extremely violent earthquake shocks 
were recorded over a period of two and a 
half hours, beginning at 5.50 a.m. It is 
estimated that the earthquake was about 
5,600 miles away. 

At the Riverview Observatory (Sydney), 
Australia the earthquake was recorded at 
11.42 a.m. and was still roaring through the 
instrument at 4 p.m. 

A Budapest telegram to the Daily Mail 
states that an earthquake took place there 
at midnight on Wednesday night. It lasted 
ten seconds, and was accompanied by strange 
subterranean rumblings. Windows were 
smashed and furniture broken In those areas 
that suffered severely in the recent terriffic 
storms, whole families, clad only in their night 
clothes, rushed out of the town into the neigh- 
bouring fields, where they remained till day- 
break. 

The Sydney Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that the location of the centre 
of the earthquake is about 1,740 miles from 
Sydney, between the mouth of the Fly River, 
New Guinea, and Port Moresby.

He wanted to be in the position that 
he could, if at all possible without mixing up 
matters, vote against Mr. Mulcahy’s motion. 
It was quite clear that the last speaker did 
not understand the position. 

The Army inquiry Má nothing whatever to 
do with the dismissal of the three officers. 
(Hear, hear.) To allow the amendment to be 
discussed now would mix up matters. He 
wanted to say a good deal about the Army 
report, but not on that motion. 

he President said that if Deputy Baxter's 
motion was taken there was no necessity for 
General Mulcahy’s motion, because if Depnty 
Baxter’s motion was passed it would invoive 
the resignation of the Government. 

Mr. McGrath said that Mr. Baxter had 
put his motion down with a view to having 
a full discussion, and he naturally took it that 
the motion of Mr. Mulcahy was to discuss 
If: he withdrew that 
motion and put down a motion of censure on 
the Government they could al] vote with him. 
(Laughter.)’ They could disctiss the motion 
fully; but he thought it was a great pity to 
mix up these things; whether it was de- 
liberate or not they had mixed up matters. 

3 GENERAL DEMAND. 

Mr. Baxter said that there — to be 
a demand from all sides of the House 
that the President ought to make a 
statement. He agreed with Mr. McGrath, 
that the whole question of the Army Inquiry 
and the dismissal of those officers had been 
mixed up, and even the seconder of the motion 
said that he could not make up his mind until 
the statement was made. 

Mr. Hughes said that it was in the interests 
of justice that Mr. Mulcahy’s motion should 
be disposed of at once and that the matter 
should not wait for a month or two before 
anything could be said in ‘contravention of it. 

he Chairman said that Deputy Baxter 
would either have to move his amendment 
then or to withdraw it, 

Mr. Baxter said that personally if he were 
called upon to decide on the question raised 
by Mr. Mulcahy it would be very difficult 
to do so. Deputy Mulcahy had put forward 
in his arguments some of the evidence given | 
before the Committee, and it was on that 
evidence that they wouid have to base their 
decision. With the consent of the House, he 
would withdraw his amendment. 

Permission having been granted, Mr. 
Baxter withdrew his amendment. 


A HAMMER BLOW, 


Mr. McGrath quoted from the speech of the 
Minister for Justice in the Dail the reasons 
why the Army Council had been called on to 
resign. The Army Council and the Minister 
for Defence in the raid in Parnell street were 
following up their attitude of 12 or 18 months 
previous, believing that because of their 
powerful position, with a great army behind 
them, they could flout everybody, Eventually 
they got the opportunity of striking a 
hammer blow. Why did they strike 
it on that particular night in Parnell 
street and not on the night before 
or on the night before that again, when they 
knew that the men they wanted to strike 
were there on those nights also ? They struck 
that night because they knew that in a few 
hours the last grip of power would be taken 
from them. The raid happened a few hours 
before General O'Duffy was to receive the 
final draft of his control over the Army. 

He believed that the Executive Council did 
right on that. occasion, and the members of 
the Army Council got off lightly by being 
allowed to send in their resignations. The 
one man responsible, apart from the Army 
Council, was the head of that department. 

THE PRESIDENT. 

President Cosgrave said that the best 
interests of the country were not being served 
by General Mulcahy’s resolution. Neither 
would its interests he served by discussing 
at great length the report of the Army 
Inquiry. In the atmosphere that had 
obviously, from the speeches, been created, 
such discussion would not be conducive to 
the general stability of the country, and 
rt not create the feeling that the 
dangers of the past couple of months had 
passed away. If the right of the Executive 
Council of the day to remove the heads of 
the administrative departments of the Army 
were questioned, or considerations of 
political or other reasons were drawn across 
that right, there was at once created a 
in a degree from that 
of two or three months ago. t really ques- 
tioned the authority of the Government to 
ask for the surrender of their administrative 

ts-of officers who under the statutes held 
their positions at the pleasure of the Minister 
for Defence, a member of the Executive 
Council. He submitted that if there was a 
case for criticising the Government with 
regard to those three officers the time for 
making it had long since passed. 

On recent occasions General Mulcahy had 
put to him certain questions, one of which 
was why he had not spoken on that particular 
matter. He had not spoken on it because he 
was thoroughly satisfied that there had been 
a gradual and systematic improvement in the 
situation during the past two or three months. 
That improvement was inevitable. The 
people of the country wanted to settle down 
to stable conditions, and political disturb- 
ances or commotions in any of, the services 
of the Government must accommodate them- 
selves to “the circumstances of the times. 
They would not -have those occurrences 
creating alterations in the stock of the 
National Loan. He was not satisfied that 
heat such as was introduced into the matter 
under discussion a es gaan to the 
stability that everyone desired. 

we é Maleahy had said that three mem- 
bere of the Executive Council, when the 
announcement was made that the T.R.B.

THE LABOUR MINISTER'S

MOTION TO REDUCE HIS 
SALARY REJECTED. 
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From Our PaRrLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thureday. 

Question hour in the Commons to-day was 
dull, and in the heat members seemed to be 
too listless to bother about the supplemen- 
taries, which are usually the most interesting 
feature of the hour. 

Communism in its various aspects came 
under discussion this evening, when Sir 
Samuel Hoare moved to reduce the salary of 
the Minister of Labour by £100 in order to 
call attention to his attitude in recent indus- 
trial strikes. Communism, in the opinion of 
the hon. member, was at the bottom of all the 
trouble, and though he acquitted the Labour 
movement of any connection with wild revolu- 
ticnaries, he considered the matter sufticiently 
serious to justify the setting up of a Royal 
Commission or a Select Committee to inquire 
into the best means of protecting the public 
from the “holding up “ of essential services. 

Mr. Oswald Moslcy protested against what 
he considered a wholly unjustifiable attack 
upon the Government. In what way, he 
asked, could this or any other Government 
interfere with a man’s right to withdraw his 
labour if he thought fit to do so? 

Sir Kingsley Wood laid himself open to 
the strictures of Mr. Thomas Shaw by ad- 
vancing the opinion that the Government had 
in their porsession sufficient evidence of 
Communist influences at. work to justify an 
inquiry, if not stronger action. And there 
was a charge of something like stupidity 
against the Minister himself. 

: A STUFFED, OWL. 

Mr. Shaw proceed¢ ¢ to the chastisement of 
the hon, member for Woolwich. Sir Kingsley 
Wood, said Mr. Shaw, had uttered gratuitous 

upertinences with an air of solemnity sup- 
posed to be Napoleonic, though it reminded 
him more of the gravity of a stuffed owl. 

He considered that the Government, of 
which he was a member, had dealt with strike 
troubles much more effectively than its pre- 
decessors, and in regard to the recent lightning 
strike there was really no need for an inquiry, 
because the Government knew how it began 
and how it ended and what it was all about. 
There was really no proof that Communism 
was at the bottom of it, and all this talk 
about Bolshevism and the like was quite beside 
the point. 

A speech by Viscount Curzon, in which 
he charged Mr. Lansbury with being always 
ready to defend Communists, and escribed 
him as one of the most dangerous people in 
the country, provoked the hon. member for 
Bow and Bromley to retort that the noble 
lord was talking sheer, undiluted nonsense. 

You are the people, he shouted, who started 
this business of reliance upon force. There 
was considerable interruption from the 
Opposition benches, and Mr. Lansbury’s com- 
ment upon it was—“ Yes, the truth is always 
bitter,”’

VISCOUNT LONG’S MOTION 
CARRIED. 

Viscount Long, in the House of Lords last 
night, moved :— 

‘That this House profoundly -regrets: the 
decisicn of the Government not to endorse the 
tariff’ preferences proposed at the recent Im- 
perial Conferences, or the guarantee to main- 
tain the’ sugar preference for ten years, as 
also their declaration that they reserve full 
liberty to propose to Parliament the redaction 
or abolition of the duties on all the com- 
modities to which preference now applies; and 
records its belief that this unsympathetic atti- 
tude to a policy which has been unanimously 
approved by all the, States of the Empire at 
successive conferences must seriously weaken 
the stability of our Imperial trade relations 
and prejudice the unity of the Empire.” 

Lord Long explained that he had put the 
motion down, not with any hope that it would 
influence or alter the decision at which the 
Government had .“ arrived,” but if the House 
saw fit to carry it by a substantial majority 
it would convey some degree of comfort to 
the Overseas Dominions, and would give them 
increased confidence for the future. He 
hoped that some member of the Government, 
in the House, would tell them a little more 
fully their reasons for running the serious risk 
of giving offence to the Dominions. 

Lord Arnold said that the Government was 
not responsible for the present posi- 
tion, or for any difficulties that might 
ensue from it. At the last election 
nine millions voted for Free Trade, 
as agNinst five and a half millions for the 
policy of the late Government. In these 
circumstances the Government could not en- 
dorse tariff preferences. Imperial preference 
was, in effect, Protection accorded to the 
subjeets of the Empire outside the United 
Kingdom, at the expense of the taxpayers of 
Great Britain. 

The Earl of Birkenhead said that Viscount 
Long had rendered valuable service by 
enabling the House to register a decision on 
this matter. The Dominions’ demand for 

reference in return for what they gave would 
inevitably be reiterated, and he believed it 
would be successful. Unless we found new 
markets we must perish; and where were new 
markets to be found, except in the Empire?

The port of Dublin had been starved by this 
company, whilst Belfast and Derry, catered 
for to the extent of one and two boats 
nightly, were enabled to capture trade whose 
natural port of outlet was Dublin, 

Only rope £, he proceeded, this company 
was notified that ten waggon loads of cattle 
would be leaving Waterford Fair by special 
train, but when the cattle arrived in Dublin 
there was no boat sailing that night. At the 
recent Drogheda Fair ten waggons of cattle 
were diverted to Beéltast, as only a small 
vessel, with a capacity for 300 head of cattle, 
was provided. There was no room for the 
Drogheda cattle. 

It has been contended by the company that 
sufficient boats were available to Beal with 
the volume of trade from the port of Dublin. 
Such was not the case, as buyers attending 
fairs were deterred from buying for export 
owing to the fact that there would be no 
sailings. In the season, if a nightly service 
were provided. they could fill the best boat 
the company could put on.

TREATY A FINAL 
SETTLEMENT. 


PLAIN STATEMENT 
BY MR. THOMAS. 


“REPUBLICAN HOPES 
WILL NOT BE REALISED,” 


MINISTER TO US. 


WASHINGTON’S REPLY 
TO BRITISH REQUEST, 


. 

“The United States will gladly receive 
the Minister Plenipotentiary of the Irish 
Free State accredited to the United States 
to handle mafters at Washington exclu- 
sively relating to the Irish Free State.” 

This reply was handed to the British 
Ambassador at Washington yesterday in 
response to a request made by the British 
Government and referred to below in the 
important statement in the House of 
Commons last evening by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, the Colonial Secretary. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, in reply to a questior 
by Mr. Baldwin, said :— | 

“As I informed the House last Monday, 
His Majesty’s Government have been 
asked by the Irish Free State to request 
the Government of the United States 
to receive a Minister Plenipotentiary, 
accredited by His Majesty to the Presi- 
dent, and ‘furnished with credentials 
enabling him to take charge of all affairs 
relating to the Irish Free State. 


“BOUND BY THE TREATY.” 


“I must remind the House that His 
Majesty's Government agreed to a similar 
application from the Canadian Govern- 
ment in 1920. We are bound by the 
Treaty as made by our predecessors, and 
ratified by Parliament, to give the Irish 
Free State the same facilities which would 
be given to the other Dominions. The 
request from the Irish Free State was 
clearly within the terms of Article 2 of 
the Treaty, and His Majesty’s Government 
has had no hesitation in agreeing to the 
principle. A communication to that effect 
was sent to the Governments of the othe 
Dominions 

“A number of details remained to be 
settled, and, as the Government of the 
Irish Free State, in view of the magnitu:le 
of the interests of the. Free State in the 
United States, and of the urgency of 
certain questions, were anxious that the 
step should be taken at once, I suggested 
that the communication to be sent to His 
Majesty’s Ambassador in Washington 
should be settled in a consultation 
with the Free State Minister for External 
Affairs. As a result of these consulta- 
tions, the Ambassador has been asked to 
approach the Government of the United 
States in the matter. 


THE MINISTER’S POWERS. 


“The proposal upon which we arrived 
at an agreement was that, whilst the Free 
State Minister would be the ofticia! 
channel of communication with the United 
States Government for dealing with 
matters exclusively affecting the Free 
State, the principal of the resolution cf 
the Imperial Conference of 1923 as to the 
negotiations, signature and ratification of 
treaties, and in particular of that part of 
the resolution which relates to the con- 
duct of matters affecting more than one 
part of the Empire, would apply generally 
to all questions with which he dealt. 

“If any doubt should arise whether any 
particular question exclusively concerned 
the Free State, the point would, if pos- 
sible, be settled by consultation between 
the Free State Minister and the Ambas- 
sador. If the matter coul’ not be settled 
by such consultation, it would be referre4 


State Government. 

“In order to meet the possibility that 
any particular question might in its initial 
stages be exclusively of concern of the 
Free State, and might subsequently prove 
to be a concern of other parts of the 
Empire, the Free State Minister would 
keep in close contact with the Ambas- 
sador. 

“While the Free State Minister would 
not purport to deal with matters affecting 
the Empire as a whole, the assistance of 
the Ambassador and his staff would be at 
his disposal if desired. The Ambassador 
would not, however, be in any way re- 
sponsible for action taken by the Free 
State Minister, nor would the latter be in 
any way subject to the Ambassador's 
control. 


“A FINAL SETTLEMENT.” 

“In this, as in all other matters relating 
to Ireland, His Majesty's Government 
have been guided by the principles laid 
down by the Prime Minister in the first 
paragraph of the statement which he made 
to the House on the 4th June. As my 
right hon. friend then said, the Irish ques- 
tion is no longer a matter at issue between 
parties in this House. To us on this side 
of the House, as to my hon, friends 
opposite, the Treaty embodies a final settle- 
ment of Anglo-Irish relations, made once 
for all with no ulterior purpose. 

“T regret that the significance of those 
words has not been fully recognised. There 
are people in both countries who contin:ie 
to urge that demands for a Republic in 
Ireland, if made, should be conceded.. 
Once for all let it be understood that any 
such demand would receive from Tis 
Majesty's present advisers the same reply, 
and no other than that which it would, | 
believe, have received from either of the 
two previous Governments which have been 
in office since the Treaty was signed. 
“We shall carry out the letter and 
spirit of the Treaty ourselves, as the 
Government of the Irish Free State has 
done in the past, and as we look to all 
future Governments in the Free State to 
do in the future. 


THE ONLY WAY. 


“ While: the utterances to which I refer 
attract little attention in this country, 
they give rise to hopes and fears elsewhere 
EI are not destined to be realised in 
act. ' 

“ We believe that peace and friendship 
can be maintained with Ireland by the 
establishment of the Free State as a self- 
governing Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth, and in no other way. a It 
is for that reason that we are glad to see 
the Irish Free State asstiming all the 
privileges to which she is entitled under 
the Treaty, in common with Canada and 
the other Dominions.”’ 


THE U.S. REPLY. 


GLAD TO RECEIVE FREE STATE 


: MINISTER. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Fón ar has been advised by the 
British Ambassador that the British Govern- 
ment deemed it desirable that the handling 
of matters in Washington exclusively relating 
to the Irish Free State should be confided to 
the Irish Minister Plenipotentiary, accredited 
to the United States. Questions which are of 
Imperial concern, or which affect other 
Dominions of the Commonwealth, in common 
with the Irish Free State, will continue to 
be handled by the Embassy. 

Mr. Hughes replied that the Government’ 
was in cordial agreement with the proposal, 
and would be glad to receive the Minister

REDUCTION OF THE LAY 
ELEMENT.

COMPULSORY IRISH IN 
THE SCHOOLS.

The Bishop of Meath presided at the Meath 
Diocesan Synod in Dublin yesterday. 

In his address, he said that the chief cause 
of the reduction of their lay representatives 
was the gradual decrease in the number of 
their clergy. As they knew, the composition 
of their Synod was regulated by the consti- 
tution of the Church, on the basis of two 
laymen to each clergyman, and since the 
number of the clergy had been reduced from 
63, in 1921, to 57, in 1924, there had been a 
corresponding decrease in the number of lay 
Synodsmen irom 126 to 114.. As more amal- 
gamations took effect in the diocese, the num- 
her of clergy would be still: farther reduced, 
and they would have fewer of their faithful 
laymen elected to act as Synodsmen 

He, for one; looked upon this reduction of 
the lay element in their Synod as nothing 
short of a disaster, It was all for the good 
of their diocese that their laity should be fullv 
represented, and that no parish should be 
penalised in this respect on account of amal- 
gamation. Recent legislation gave power to 
the Diocesan Council, in its discretion, to 
increase the number of laymen that might be 
elected in certain parishes. He hoped that 
their Meath Council would take full advan- 
tage of that new Act, and so rectify, as far 
as possible, one of the obvious disadvantages 
of the union of a number of parishes under 
one clergyman. 

Considering the abnormal and unsettled con- 
ditions of the country, he thought that they 
might find much to encourage them in the 
pages of the report. It was true that there 

ad been a falling off in the amount con- 
tributed towards assessment. This reduction 
in the voluntary subscriptions was, how- 
ever, confined to just a few parishes. and was 
mainly due to late payments, default in rent 
charges, and the lapse of subscriptions 
through removal. Taken as a whole, the 
ren Í a es diocese continued to maintain 

church with traditional generosity 
AMALGAMATION OF PARISHES. 

The scheme for the amalgamation of 
parishes was proceeding with remarkable 
activity. Since they last met eight or nine 
new unions had been formed. He wanted te 
bear testimony to the really splendid w 
which the laity of the dioces had acco ten 
& aity of the diocese had accepted 

ne new order of things. As bishop of the 
diocese, he rejoiced to find the large-hearted. 
large-minded spirit abroad among their .aity, 
and he wanted to thank them: with all his 
heart for their ready co-operation and willing- 
ness to forego in the interests of the Church 
as a whole, their own privileges and rights. 

The Church was a corporation; she was 
made by her people the trustee of their gifts 
to God, and it was right that she should take 
time and trouble in the administration of her 
stewardship. But because in Svnod thev 
were so much occupied with matters of 
finance, it was well to remind themselves that 
this was not after all, the essential element 
of the Church's life. They might be rich or 
they might be poor; they might be many or 
they might be few—it mattered not, so long 
as within them there dwelt the spirit of Jesus 
Christ ; so long as there was burning within 
their hearts the earnest desire to extend His 
Kingdom, and to bring themselves, and others 
also, to the knowledge of God, and under the 
influence of a Saviour’s love. That was their 
ee task—the object for which they 
ived, 

They might meet occasionally to consider 
how best to strengthen the scaffolding of the 
Church; but the real labour of building that 
Church was done day.by day in their own 
homes and parishes, where their characters, 
their manner of life, were living witnesses 
of the real power that was in them—the power 
of Jesus Christ. He prayed that God would 
grant them all power to labour faithfully in 
their several stations, making them a blessing 
to their beloved country, an uplifting. inspir- 
ing influence, to all around them. (Applause.) 

THE IRISH LANGUAGE> dai 

The Dean of Clonmacnoige, in moving the 
adoption of the report of the Board of Educa- 
tion, referred to the compulsory teaching. of 
the Irish language in secondary schools, It 
was, he said, a very serious question, In the 
year 1928 the Irish language would hecome 
compulsory in all. secondary schools, . That 
was to say that schools which did not adopt 
it would cease to get Government grants, and 
a great burden would be thrown upon the 
people to support them. 

Mr. Devenish Meares suggested that the 
Diocesan Board of Education should get into 
touch with other Boards of Education in the 
26 counties, and make a report on the matter 
for the next meeting of the Synod. It. would 
be better than having a discussion now. 

The President said that he fully agreed that 
it would be better not to discuss the matter 
there, but to refer it to a small committee. 

This course was adopted. | 

Canon Darling proposed:—‘ That this 
Svnod, representing the members of the 
Church of Ireland, clerical and lay. of the 
Diocese of Meath, now sitting, takes this 
opportunity of expressing its gratification that 
Saorstat Eireann has introduced a measure of 
temperance reform, and earnestly hopes that 
the bill now before the Dail, including the 
clauses dealing with the entire abolition of 
mixed trading on licensed premises, may be 
speedily passed through all its staves; and 
that copies of this resolution be sent to the 
President of Saorstat Eireann and the Minis- 
ter of Justice.” 

He said that the evil of intoxicating liquor 
was sapping the health and wealth of the 
nation, and it was their duty, having the 
moral welfare of the people at heart, to pass 
this resolution and help to strengthen the 
hands of the Government. 

The Archdeacon of Meath seconded the -e- 
solution, which was adopted. 

A statement on the financial position of the 
diocese was made by Colonel Pepper, Finan- 
cial Hon. Secretary.

PARIS, Thursday. 

In the Senate, and later this afternoon in 
the Chamber, M. Herriot read a statement 
summarising the result of his visit to London 
and Brussels. 

He made it clear that Mr. Macdonald en- 
tered into no pledge of a defensive pact with 
France and Beigium, and still less agreed to 
sign one. 

‘It was necessary to foresee the possibility 
of Germany failing to carry out tne Dawes 
plan,” he said. ‘‘Mr. Macdonald affirmed 
that, in the event of Germany defaulting, 
Great Britain, as guardian of the contract, 
would engage solemnly to stand at the side 
of the Allies.’’ 

The best result of these conversations, he 
said, was the perfect accord reached between 
the represeritatives of England, France and 
Belgium, to establish a peace based on jus- 
tice, 

In a last paragraph, the Premier repeated 
that the.day on which Germany satisfies her 
obligations under the Treaty she might enter 
the League of Nations. 


MR. MACDONALD’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald made a statement 
in the House of Commons yesterday regard- 
ing the report of an interview said to have 
been given by the French Prime Minister to 
a Belgian newspaper, in which it was stated 
that mm the event of France being attacked 
by Germany, Britain would be on the side of 
France and Belgium, as in 1914. 

He declared that the official communiqué 
covered the whole ground of the conversa- 
tion. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn asked the Prime 
Minister whether the statements made in 
I Independence Belge were made by M. 
Herriot or not, and did he repudiate them? 

Mr. Ay.es asked the Prime Minister 
whether it was a fact that there was no kind 
of undertaking with regard to a defensive 
military alliance, so far as his conversation 
with M. Herriot was concerned.

MOUNT EVEREST’S TOLL

The Times, in a leading article on “ Their 
Last Climb,” deals with the gallant endeavour 
of Mr. Mallory and Mr. Irvine to climb the 
last thousand feet of Everest, and adds :— 
Just how. they met their end will probably 
The mystery of it lies 
buried with their bodies on the slopes of the 
mighty mountain, against the height and 
snows and frosts and winds of which they 
dared to pit the strength of their young 
manhood. The names of Mallory and Irvine, 
greatly daring, have been added to the long 
list of those who have lost their lives in the 
struggle with the forces of nature in the high 
mountains. They might have sat quietly at 
home watching, let us say, cricket matches and 
other spectacles beloved of most of the young 
men of their generation. 

There are those who have the effrontery 
to sneer at their sacrifices as “ fun,” and to 
suggest that they would have been better 
advised: to indulge in safer recreations than 
climbing. A more perverted view of what 
makes life worth living could hardly be con- 
ceived. In this country especially, which 
owes its very existence and its vast Empire to 
the ‘adventurous spirit of its sons, there 
should be no room: for. such feeble -reflections. 
It is largely becanse there is no personal or 
material gain to be found at the summit of 
Mount Everest that it was worth while trying 
to get there No one with vision can read 
the accounts of the acts of devotion and 
daring of each individual member of the party 
withont, not only a glow of pride, but a 
feeling that is is worth while to do hard things 
just because they are hard. Their story is an 
epic of courage and cheerful endurance.

DETECTIVES DENY PRISONFR'S 
STORY OF ILL-TREATMENT. 


Denials of the allegations of ill-treatment 
in the Dublin bridewell were given at bow 
street Police Court. London, yesterday, when 
Conrad Jacques Cohen, alias Charles Conrad 
Cohen (30), traveller, of Spinoza street, 
Amsterdam, was charged on remand, before 
Sir Charles Biron, with stealing S00 in 
sovereigns from Mr. Abraham Bernstein, 
es of the firm of Benson and Co., 
Mary street, Dublin. 

The prosecutor in evidence said that, on 
May 24th, the defendant, whom he had known 
in connection with business matters for about 
four years, called at his shop in Dublin, and 
offered to introduce him to jewellery firms in 
London, who, he said, would give him spe- 
cial discount if he paid in cash. They came 
to London together on the following day, 
and ‘the witness brought with him 300 
sovereigns, which he had previously counted 
in the defendant’s presence. 

During the journey the defendant suggested 
that, as witness appeared sleepy, it was not 
safe to keep the sovereigns in the -suit-case. 
The witness then allowed him to take charge 
of the gold. Upon their arriyal in London 
they went to a restaurant, and during a meal 
the defendant made the excuse that he wanted 
a newspaper. He went out, and that was the 
last the witness saw of him. 

Detective Durkan, of the Dublin Metro- 
pelitan Police, said that at the Dublin bride- 
well he took down a statement at the 
defendant’s dictation, and afterwards asked 
him to sign it. He refused to do so, giving as 
his reason that it would prove hig guilt. 

Detective-Sergeant Mooney, of the Dublin 
Police, who was present when the statement 
was taken down, said that it was made quite 
veluntarily. - No pressure was put upon the 
defendant to say anything.

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LORD KELVIN’S: 
CENTENARY. 


COMMEMORATION IN 
BELFAST, 


CIVIC AND ACADEMIC 
TRIBUTES. 


- 


Belfast yesterday honoured the memory of 
one of her most illustrious sons—the late Lord 
Kelvin. Lord Kelvin was born in Belfast 100 
years ago, and a statue at the entrance of 
the Botanic Gardens in the city perpetuates 
his memory. 

In the commemoration ceremony yesterday 
every aspect of the city’s life was repre- 
sented—scholastic, civic and industrial. 

The Belfast Royal Academical Institution 
was represented by Mr. Bowman Malcolm, 
Vice-Chairman, and by the Headmaster, Mr. 
R. M. Jones, M.A., LL.D. The members of 
the Senate of the University were present in 
their robes, almost all the members of the 
City Council in their robes, and members of 
the Harbour Trust. 

After a march from the University to the 
Botanic Gardens, speeches were delivered, and 
during an interval wreaths were placed on the 
Kelvin statue. 

The Vice-Chancellor of the University (Pro- 
fessor R. W. Livingstone) opened the pro- 
ceedings by a speech, in which he said that 
Lord Kelvin’s scientific discoveries contributed 
immensely to their industria] and commercial! 
life. As the father of submarine telegraphy, 
the improver of the compass, and the inventor 
of the sounding machine he had his connec- 
tions with the work of their Harbour Board 
But as a Belfastman by birth and blood, he 
belonged to them all, and they honoured him 
not only as one of the greatest scientists .n 
the world’s greatest age of science, but also 
as, in the intellectual field, perhaps the 
greatest son of Ulster. 

The Lord Mayor (Sir William Turner) said 
that the nineteenth century was an age of 
great men. It was the age of Darwin, of 
Tyndall, and Huxley and Faraday. He ven- 
tured to say, however, that even in this noble 
company Lord Kelvin stood pre-eminent. 

Professor Morton said that Lord Kelvin 
made discoveries, he made inventions, and 
he made disciples. In a very real sense he 
was a “rare Prometheus,’ for he gave many 
gifts to mankind. There never was a great 
scientific thinker who kept in such close and 
constant touch with the needs of humanity. 
As the inscription upon this statue puts it, 
“He was pre-eminent in the elucidation of 
the laws of nature and in ‘their application 
to the service of man." 

““Our presence hene to-day, he concluded, 
means, I take it, that we are claiming for 
our province and our town its share in one of 
the greatest scientists who have ever lived. 
Our claim cannot be disputed, for if William 
Thomson was not an Ulsterman it is hard to 
see which of us can claim that description. —~

The following resolution, passed by the 
Standing Committee at their meeting on 
November 26, 1923, « . the motion of Mgr. 
Keon, seconded by Mgr. Doyle, was dis- 
cussed and unanimously adopted :— 

“he Standing Committee of the Catholic 
Clerical Managers believe that the first sen- 
tence of Rule 88 of the Department of Educa- 
tion, viz.—‘ Teachers are not permitted to 
carry on or engage in any business or occupa- 
tion or to be members of any association 
or to undertake ar ~ office or function tend- 
ing to impair their usefulness as teachers’ 

Expresses a principle of elementary justice, 
and, having most carefully considered this 
question, they are decidedly of opinion that 
the duties of a primary teacher and of a 
member of either branch of the Oireachtas are 
obviously incompatible. They consider, there 
fore, that any departure from this principle 
would be detrimental to the best interests of 
primary education. In particular the proposal 
to allow a teacher who becomes a member of 
the Oireachtas to retain the teachership, a 
substitute being appointed, is open to so many 
objections in respect of the efficient conduct 
of the school and otherwise, that they cannot 
regard it as advisable even as a temporary ex-

On the application in the Divorce Court, 
London yesterday, of Sir Edward Marshall 
Hall, counsel for the Hon. John Hugo Russell, 
his petition for divorce from his wife, 
Christabel, was dismissed, and the decree i181 
previously granted and subsequently refused 
by the House of Lords was rescinded.

REASONS FOR DISMISSAL. 

The Minister for Justice said that he was 
acting President. during the illness of the 
President, and he thought that it was due 
to himself and to the Executive Council that 
the reason and motives which caused the de- 
cision that was announced on the 19th March 
should be made known. The Executive 
(‘ouncil had a responsibility to the Dail for 
the safeguarding of the country’s interests, 
and they were bound to do what they be- 
lieved to be in the best interests of the 
country.

NO PROPOSALS. 


Nothing was put up to them as a project, 
as a tentative proposal for the future.

‘opposition. here was no knowledge with 
consent, He made no :eference to that until 
this mutinous plot blew over and the inquiry 
was held, and no man, in the condition of 
the country, could withhold®a knowledge of 
what had happened. An attempt was made 
to juggle with things—whether it was the 
Parnell street incident or the 1.R.B.; but it 
was both. The lack of confidence was justified 
by the Parnell street incident. They had 
to show to the people and everyone concerned 
that they were not going to allow the 
country’s interests go back to the melting pot, 
so that there would be an interesting dog 
fight beween any two groups. They acted 
without any advertance to the colour of this 
or that man’s hair. 

The Dail was asked to state that the 
Lxecutive Council did wrong in some occult 
way, as shown by the report of the Army 
Inquiry.

MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE,

feeling with regard to any member of the 
Army Council. He thought that, perhaps, if 
any member of the Council other than General 
Mulcahy had been against that action, it 
would not have been taken.

Mr. McGilligan, Minister in charge of the 
bill, agreed with the principle of the amend- 
sient, but said that if it were accepted in its 


i present form it would mean that a director 


might receive compensation for loss of office 
and, at the same time, a salary as member of 
the Tribanal. It was not advisable that he 
should have both. If the amendment were 
altered to meet that point he would accept it. 
Mr. Bennett ag to leave the matter in 
the hands of the Minister, and the section, 
subject to that reservation, was passed. 


CAPITALISATION. 


Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to 
Section 8, which contains provisions concein- 
ing the determination of terms and conditious 
of amalgamation or transfer. The effect of 
the amendment, he said, was that even in an 
agreed scheme by the railway companies the 

ribunal should, before approying or settling 
any amalgamation, absorption or preliminary 
scheme, examine such scheme and have some 
voice in the determination of the capitalisation 
of the amalgamated company. If the success 
of the a ted company was to he 
assured, and if the working of the bill was 
to have a fair chance, its capitalisation should 
be decided on right lines. Otherwise the 
result might be that a device would be em- 


i ployed to enable holders of ‘stock to di 


of it on as favourable terms as possible, ir- 


respective of the result to the unsuspecting 


purchaser of such stock. 


NOT TRIBUNAL’S BUSINESS. 


Sir John Keane said that he did not think 
it was the business of the tribunal to inquire 
into capitalisation; that might be left to the 
Stock Exchange. Mr. O'Farrell did not ap- 
freciate the distinction between revenue and 
capital. 

Mr. M‘Gilligan said that the examination 
of the schemes were provided for in another 
section. To do what Mr. O'Farrell asked 
would land the tribunal in an awkward posi- 
tion. The basis of the bill was that the rail- 
way proprietors were to be secured astandard 
revenue, and whatever manipulation there 
might be between stockbrokers was no con- 
cern of his. They should not interfere with 
private property rights. The public ‘interests 
were well guarded. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Michael Duffy moved an amendment 
to Sub-Section 2, Clause 10, the object of 
which, he said, was to ensure that an pre- 
liminary scheme for the absorption of any 
company, after the passing of the Act, should 
be submitted as an agreed scheme prior to the 
olst July, 1924. At present there was no 
time limit for the submission of such scheme, 

The Minister accepted the amendment. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to Sec- 
tion 12, which deals with the employés of the 
Irish Railway Clearing House. His object, 
he said, was to secure that any em loyé of 
the Clearing House who should lose his posi- 
tion because of redundancy otf statf should be 
compensated for that loss. The bill laid 
down a limit of three years, but he thought 
that period should be extended, and that the 
Ciearing House staff should have as good 
terms in that respect as the employés of the 
railway companies, : 

Lord Mayo said that as the Clearing House 
had to deal with oversea traffic, he did not see 
mas “ re pe closed within three years, 
and, therefore, he was inclined to su i 
O'Farrel!'s view.

Mr, Bagwell said that the extent of the 
mS.

mercial men—should get representation on the 
Tribunal. 

Mr. Bennett said that the agricultural 
community felt that they were entitled to 
representation on the Tribunal. 

Mr. Bagwell contended that the amendment 
was no improvement to the bill, and that any 
attempt to render a body like the Tribunal 
representative of the different trades was 
entirely wrong. 

Mr. Guinness said that in addition to the 
three members of the Tribunal there was also 
a panel, and when an yquestion came before 
the Tribunal, such as that of the agricultural 
interest or any other interest. then the three 
members of the Tribunal would call in from 
the panel experts or assessors to assist them 
on the particular question before them. 

The Right Hon. A, Jameson said that the 
amendment would destroy the balance of the 
Tribunal. To appoint a member, not because

We need the most effective and 
up-to-date instrument. We have that in ovr 
mother tongue, English. Irish is only úsed in 
a few remote districts in Ireland, and ‘nowhere 
at all outside Ireland. 

Modern, living Irish has survived for many 
generations only as the language of illiterate 
peasants, who could not read or write what 
they spoke. Such an instrument might vividly 
express the en of peasants, but would 
be quite unequal to the requirements of 
modern city life. 

Ancient literary Irish would be to a large 
extent unintelligible to modern native speakers. 

It would not be possible now to create any 
considerable modern Irish literature, because 
its circulation would be too limited. Any 
author who expected his work to be widely 
read would naturally publish it in English. 

For many years to come, so far as we car 
sce, a considerable number of the youth of 
Ireland will be forced by the pressure of 
economic laws to seek careers outside the 
Irish Free States For them time spent in 
learning Irish will not only be wasted, but 


facts justify, 1 think, opposi-

‘| will seriously handicap them in competition 


with those of other countries. 

The latest elected Fellow of Trinity College 
was educated in England, Of the sixteen 
Scholars just elected eight were educated in 
the Free State, six in Northern Ireland, and 
two in England. Such Scholars are among 
the best brains of our country. Competition 
for the honour is very keen. If compulsory 
Irish is to be anything more than a farce, 
Free State competitors would be very seriously 
handicapped. If it is made compulsory in 
Trinity College outsiders simply will not 
come. 

Most parents will tolerate their children’s 
being taught a moderate amount of Irish; 
but Yet them have reason to suspect that the 
intention is to substitute Irish for English 
as their vernacular, and they will offer 
strenuous opposition to the proposal. 

The whole thing rests upon a sentimental 
love of everything Irish, simply because it is 
Irish. Recent events have ki such a senti- 
ment: in a large number of Irishmen. - Many 
who were once enthusiastic for the hagaige 
have dropped it in disgust.

To revive Irish as the vernacular is now 
impossible. Language is a natural. growth and 
not. an artificial production. So far as I am 
aware, there is no instance in history of a 
people’s changing its language for a merely 
sentimental reason. Why, you could not get 
modern English speakers to go back to the 
use of “thee” and “thou,” to say nothing 
of adopting a whole new language. The 
natural struggle for existence is bound to wipe 
out Irish as a living language sooner or later. 
The rising generation in the ina epeeking 
districts have their ambitions to see the worl 
This makes the knowledge 
of English imperative. They certainly will 
not consent to live and die in remote and 
poor districts for a sentimental love of Trish. 

Why is English an ever-developing and 
spreading language, while Trish is threatened 
with extinction! The English were a 
conquering and colonising race, while the 
Irish am Eo to stay at home and fight 
among themselves. When, later on, the Irish 
began to emigrate, they found the English 
language already in possession, and they were 
forced by necessity to adopt that language. 
No matter what the mother tongue of an 
immigrant to the United States may be, his 
children at least will become English-speaking. 
If we are to go back to Irish merely because 
it was our ancient national language, why 
should we not go back also to Druidism be- 
cause it was our ancient national religion ’—

THE CASE FOR THE DEFENCE 

Mr. Brown, opening. the case for the Most 
Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan, said that his friends on 
the other side and his colleayues were all 
agreed upon thé legal principles: which applied 
to this case. The Catholic Church in Ire- 
land; like every other Church’ in Ireland, 
was .a voluntary assooiation,-the members of 
which bound themselves to conform to certain 
laws, the obligation to ‘do só resting wholly 
on contract and enforceable only in that 
way—as a contract. The Church could set up 
a ‘tribunal: or tribanals for the purpose of 
enforcing its laws, er punishing breaches of 
its laws, and it could also confer on certain 
of its dignitaries administrative powers. as 
distinct frorn judicial péwers. In.a case of 
complaint by a member of the Church, who 
alleged thet he had been wrongly punished by 
a Church tribunal, or had been injured: by 
some administrative decree, the Civil Courts 
would inquire whether the -tribunal. or the 
adminstrative person had acted within the 
scope of the agthoritv given, and whether the 
forms prescribed by the canons of the Church 
had been duly observed. If the act com- 
plained of was within the ‘scope of ‘the 
authority; and if it was done in due form, it 
would be adopted. and if not relief would be 
given... What had been done in the present 
case was in due accordance with the forms 
and procedure. laid down.by the. canons. 

There were two forms of removal of a 
narish priest from his parish and his benefice. 
The judicial removal was a punitive measure, 
and it was rrounded on a crime or a grave 
offence. The administrative removal was 
not necesarily for any fault on the nart of the 
nriest. It was for the good of the parish. 
The judicial removal, being prnitive, was 
effected bv a judicial process.

TAILTEANN GAMES. 


THE HOTEL DIFFICULTY. 

The Accommodation Committee of the 
Tailteann Games has successfully overcome 
the difficulty presented by the demolition. cf 
so many hotels in Dublin in recent years. To 
supplement the hotels at present available, 
a large number of suitable - establishments 
are being specially: opened for the occasion 
throughout the city. In addition, the, Accom- 
modation Committee has secured the 6o-opera- 
tion of private householders to the extent of 
finding suitable accommodation for no less 
than 12,000 persons a day. In addition, a 
Central Bureau, for the information of visitors 
and those who are making advance. arrange- 
ments for the accommodation of friends, wall 
be opened shortly. 

Special arrangements are bemg made for 
the competitors. As many as .,l, 
can be accommodated in. the “several 
public buildings secured for this occasion. 
The buildings at the disposal of competitors 
are—Trinity College. Blackrock College, Mar}- 
boro’ Hall, Drumcondra Training College and 
University Hall for lady competitors. Cater- 
ing arrangements generally are well advanced. 

Special excursion: arrangements are being 
made with all railway companies. Return 
tickets, at half single fares will be issued to 
competitors from any quarter of Great Britain 
or Jreiand. These tickets will be available 
up to and including 19th August. It has 
heen agreed that on the two days previous 
to the Games, return tickets will be issued 
on ordinary trains from all stations to Dublin 
at, single fares, available for one week. On 
the Saturdays during the period of the Games 
similar return tickets will be issued at single 
fare, available for one week. On the Sundays 
during the period of the Games special 
excursion trains will be run to Dublin, tickets 
by these trains being issued at excursion 
fates for return on date of issue. 

As has been announced already, there are 
twenty-two competitions on jhe musical pro- 
gramme, for which entries are being ‘received 
iu satisfactory numbers.

Sir John Irwin, speaking. at the annual 
meeting of the Governors of the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, 56 Westland rew, Dublin, 
last Wednesday, paid a high tribute, to Dr. 
M. LUsposito, upon whom the King of Italy 
recently conferred the honour of Commen- 
datore, in recognition of his distinguished ser- 
Vices te music. 

Dr. Esposito, said Sir John, had been: with 
the’ Irish Academy for many years, and. had 
done great work on behalf of music.in. Ire- 
land. His talents had been recognised by the 
Sovereign of the country from . which he 
originally came, and the Governors of ‘the 
Academy had felt honoured to convey “to 
Commendatore Esposito, in the form of an 
address, their gratification and good wishes. 

In .seconding the adoptiéa of the’ annual! 
report, moved by Mr. James W. Drury, 
M.A., a vice-president, who presided, Sir 
John Irwin observed thatthe work of the 
Academy during 1923 had been valued very 
much in Dublin. The Academy was ‘served 
by a most efficient and proficient “body of 
professors—professors who took a real in- 
terest in their work, and were in touch with 
things pertaining to their art in a way: that. 
he thought, was unique so far as* musical 
eeducation was concerned. 

(ontinuing, Sir John said that the work 
of the Academy, as an examining. body, would 
be very much more expensive in the coming 
year. than it had been in the past year. 
Personally, he had always thought 
lé an extraordinary . thing ‘that public 
mstitutions, colleges and schools in Ireland 
should bring examiners from the other side 
of the Channel, when they had in their owff 
country all the necessary. machinery for the 
examinations, and a staff that was connected 
with a musical academy which was first in 
Ireland and. he suppesed, second to. none in 
the Three Kingdoms. . (Hear, hear.) Already 
the Academy's “work had increased, . there 
having been an increase of over 220 in the 
number of candidates examined. last year. 
The work of the Academy commended itself 
to the Dublin public. “The statement of 
accounts showed that the Academy was in 
# very healthy financial position. — 

Mr. William Ireland, J.P., drew attention 
to a statemeht in the report by Dr. Larchet, 
who described the: results of the latest 
examinations in harmony and counterpoint’ as 
“most encouraging.”” ‘He observed that a 
high standard of efficiency was being . well 
maintained in all grades. Dr. . Larchet’s 
statement, Mr. Ireland held, applied to the 
other studies, as well as to that which Dr. 
Larchet had in mind. 

The. report, which, with the. statemént of 
accounts, was adopted, also contains a compli. 
mentary statement by Mr. Frederick Dawson, 
of the Roya! Academy of Music. London. ,, Mr. 
Dawson refers to, pianoforte. teaching, and 
says:-—“In a wide experience ‘of ima? in- 
stitutions in England and Scotland, I have 
nowhere found such a high standard of 
technical training, nowhere so much’ musical 
mete g attainment, as at your Academy ;

Introduced by Professor Joly as one of the 
greatest living authorities on the roads ques- 
tion, ‘the lecturer, ‘ina historical review, said 
that it was their systems of communications 
which enabled the Romans to carr 
civilisation. and culture to the furthermost 
limits of the then known world, which com- 
prised Europe, ‘half Africa and. half Asia, 
and in return to enjoy the best that " these 
provinces could. place at their «disposal in 
i men, material and ideas. Most of the Roman 
roads were designed mainly with a view to 
military necessity, but everywhere commefce 
followed the armies, and. the roads served: as 
trade routes as well. 

Having dealt with the manner in which the 
roads were maintained in @ngland since the 
time of the Romans, the lecturer said that 
local «government had much in ita favour. If 
the roads of a country “were nationalised and 
their maintenance taken away fronr the local 
councils, local interest would be sapped, close 
supervision over finance lost, with consequent 
extravagance’ and inefficiency. _ The present 
system in, England resulted in an enormous 
improvement during the past few years. The 
50 per cent. grant -from’ the Government. to 
first-class s'and 25 per cent: to second- 
c.ass, with. special, assistance to improve- 
ments, resulted jn carrying satisfaction to all. 
He wasa firm believer in the central Govern- 
ment’s assisting financially and acting as a 
disseminator of information, with the whole- 
hearted co-operation’ of loeal- enthusiasm and 
local knowlédge. 

The lecturer proceeded to say that those 
engaged in ‘highway maintenance in Ireland 
would find no diffichlty in providing’ excellent 
roads. ‘provided that sufficient’ money was 
j found for the purpose by the powers that be, 
and value would: only be‘ obtained from . the 
money expended provided ‘that: well-qualified, 
adequately paid, well-satisfied men were em-

FALL IN THE RESERVE. 

Some important changes are shown in this 
week’s Bank return, the result of Covern 
ment operations and of the market's borrow- 
ings from the Bank. The latter apparent!y 
were responsible for an increase of nearly 
£10,000,000 in the “ other securities,’ ‘but 
the private deposits, instead of showing a 
substantial gain as a result, are £500.000 
lower at £112,702,890. This has been due 
to an increase of £8,250,000 m the public 
deposits, a drop of fully 41,000,000 in the 
Government Securities, anu af neariv 
£1,000,000 in the reserve. Had it not been 
for the market borrowing, therefore, the 
private deposits would have been reduced to 
a little over £100,000,000, which in these days 
is regarded as the poverty line. The reserve 
Has been reduced to £21,500,000 and its pro. 
portion to liahilities ‘rom 18 to 16} p.c., the 
latter movement being partly due to the sub- 
stantial increase in the public deposits.
